Chippenham. England, June 12.—Settlement of the coal strike 
in Great Britain must he reached before long in order to stop the 
decline of the nation's purchasing power. Premier Baldwin stated 
to-day in an address before 15,000 Conservatives here. 

The Premier said one of the tragedies of the present time was 
that Great Britain’s purchasing power was being diminished daily 
because of the industrial crisis through which the nation had 
passed. The first duty of all citizens, he declared, would be to 
get together to repair the industrial losses as soon as a coal settle¬ 
ment was reported. 0 

Referring to the recent general strike, Premier Baldwin said: 

"In my view, what occurred was inevitable. If it had n'»t 
come in my time, it would have comp in that of my successor. 
There was nothing accidental about the decision taken by the 
trade union executive. It was deliberate. If it had had its way 
—contrary, I am sure, to the desire of many of those who launched 
it—it might have destroyed the very civilization which has taken 
generations of toil and sacrifice to build up."

Caution pure and simple from 
start to Aniah will never do a great 
deal of good; but It is Important to, 
give courage Its outlet at the proper 
time. 

MUST TAKE A RISK 

I would not give It a free rein at 
ths Ar*t hole unless I had an extra¬ 
ordinarily Ane chance of accomplish¬ 
ing tha hols In a atroka better than

a very now and again for him to take 
a risk ao long aa It Is not a down¬ 
right foolish ona.

P. J. Woodley brings to our attention the record of that famous Leices¬ 
tershire bowler. Dick Pougher, who died recently at the Old County Ground 
Hotel. Leicester Pougher Jumped Into fame In Ml* when he assisted his 
county, l^lceatershlre. then second claas. to defeat Australia by twenty 
runs. In the first Innllnga hs took four wickets for thirty-one run* and six 
wickets for forty runs in the second. Eight years later he accomplished 
the remarkable feat of taking five Australian wtrketa for no runs Play¬ 
ing for the Marylebone Cricket Club at Lord’a In 1IM he had a great hand in 
dismissing the Australian team for eighteen runs, th* smallest total ever 
made In England. Pougher went on to bowl when three wickets had gone 
down for eighteen runs and not another run waa scored, the Australians, on 
a difficult Pitch, being helpless against him.

It is not so much that 
you might be loaded up with a 
very undesirable lot of rotes, which 
have to be thrown out at your 
knowledge of the better kinds in¬ 
creases. The great trouble about 
collecting roses is domestic. 

In the early stages everything 
goes along smoothly and all you 
have to do is to buy a rose plant. 
You like yourself and then pre¬ 
sent it to your wife. This method 
enables you to get by easily and 
you have what the Scottish peo¬ 
ple call your "meat” and your 
"mense" and you are obeying 
Shakespeare’s injunction "to as¬ 
sume a virtue if you have it not.” 

Now this scheme works to well 
that you may be lulled into a sense 
of security. This is the point 
where care is needed. Don't work 
the idea loo fast. Say a nice 
“Lady Hillington" for her birth¬ 
day. • “cupid" on the inniven- 
**ry of your wedding d«y. A 
"chmtinc" for your daughter on 
her birthday. After that you can 
give your wife another variety on 
her mother’* birthday. By now 
you are getting quite a collection 
and everything look* fine but 
*ome day you make a slip. Your 
own birthday is near at hand and 
you decide that it is tune you pre¬ 
sented yourself with a really 
decent present, say a dozen 
rose plants of the very best Frau 
Karl Druschi, Hugh Dickson. 
Madam Herriott. Betty Uprichwid. 
Lady Pirrie. Madame Butterfly. 
Malanic Soupert. Mrs. Henry 
Morse. Aber Chatenay. Mrs. 
Wymess Quin. Golden Emblem 
and sunstar. You pride yourself 


enormously. 


“Since the rose of to-day differs 
considerably from the roses that 
Dean Hole and Foster-Melliar 
knew and wrote about, it may not 
be impertinent to question some of 
the advice they gave, or rather, to 
review it and modify it in accord¬ 
ance with the needs of modern 
rotes. Their rotes were budded 
on standard or seedling Rosa 
Canine stocks which rooted deeply; 
they required very hard pruning to 
give blooms, and they were gener¬ 
ally solidly built blooms with many 
petals which took long to grow and 
open, and could be fed with 
manure before pruning lime. Prun¬ 
ing away early growth was neces¬ 
sary for several reasons, and one 
of the most important was the need 
to delay bud formation till danger 
of late Spring frost was over, for 
though called hybrid perpetuals. 
their rotes belied their name and 
gave but one flush of bloom in a 
season. Damage from frost re¬ 
sulted in malformed blooms if 
buds were allowed to form 


young 
too early. 

"Victoria's warm Spring sun¬ 
shine urges the modem rote to 
develop at a quicker pace than 
Dean Hole dreamed of. and rose 
lilerautre in England it still in¬ 
fluenced by his teaching. Could 
he have teen the roses of Victoria- 
at Parliament Buildings at the end 
of May of this present year, an¬ 
other "Book About Roses" would 
have been given us from his pen. 

PRUNING NECESSARY 

"Pruning is still necessary. All 
dead and old wood should be cut 
away in order that new shoots may 
be encouraged to develop early and 
become ripened before Autumn, for 
unripened wood gives poor blooms. 
Unopened wood should, therefore, 
be removed too. and as this is often 
a resting place for spores of a 
fungus causing Black Spot on the 
foliage, it should be ruthlessly 
sacrificed. All small twiggy growth 
should be cut away, especially that 
which is situated in the centre of 
the plant. One wants vigorous 
stems diverging from the root, to 
that each leaf which forms may 
get the maximum amount of sun¬ 
shine. for the leaves are quite as 
important as the roots in providing 
nourishment for the plant. For 
this reason stems that are left should 
be pruned to a bud pointing out¬ 
wards. so that resulting growth may 
be still further from the centre of 
the plarit. But it is no longer nec¬ 
essary to cut these ripened, healthy 
stems back to within a few inches 
of the ground. It is far better to 
leave them a fool long and later 
remove the young growths, which 
point towards the centre of the 
plant.- 

THINNINC OF SHOOTS 

“This secondary thinning of 
shoots may be done as soon as it 
is seen that the centre of the plant 
will become crowded, and is more 
necessary in the case of plants 
which lend to make upright growth 
than in those which naturally spread 
their branches apart. The main 
pruning should be done early ig

roses ie linked with the method 
adopted in plasiting and the soil in 
which planting is done. Roses 
thrive heat in a clay loam, and if 
this is well dug and the clay b(oken 
up and mixed with leave* In pre¬ 
vent it retting into a hard maaa 
again below the first spit, no 
manure other than bone meal or 
basic slag is needed below the roots. 
The ground should be bastard 
trenched, leaves, bone meal or bone 
chips, and basic slag being added 
to the secood spit. If the sail is 
light and sandy, cow manure should 
be dug into the second spit with 
the leaves and bone or sing fertil¬ 
izer. Beds should be prepared in 
August for planting early in 
November, to that the ground may 
tattle. Planting must be firm, and 
the union of stock and scion—junc¬ 
tion between stem and root— 
should be covered by not more 
than ooe inch of toil. At planting 
lime no manure whatever is needed 
in dote proximity to the roots, 
though the surface of the soil may 
be covered with a layer of well- 
rotted manure from an old cucum¬ 
ber bed with advantage. This 
serves to enrich the upper layer of 
soil, but it of more value on ac¬ 
count of its insulating properties 
in keeping the ground warm and 
enabling root formation to proceed 
more rapidly. A layer of rotted 
leaves or bracken will serve this 
purpose just as well. 

"The practice of applying stable 
manure a* a dressing to rote beds 
in the Autumn and forking it into 
the ground in Spring is not only 
wasteful but unwise. It tends to 
force an early top growth in Feb¬ 
ruary. which has to be pruned away 
later—for this early growth » al¬ 
most certain to suffer damage from 
frost and. when pruned, the items 
which sap has been forced bleed 
readily. 

"It is far better to apply a 
manurial dressing after pruning it 
finished, when roots are actively 
seeking food, and for this purpose 
nothing is better than mixed farm¬ 
yard manure, which has bean 
properly fermented. This acts as 
a mulch as well as a food, and 
should be very lightly forked in 
the beds between the plants. As 
properly fermented manure is dif¬ 
ficult to obtain at the present time, 
many substitute* have been ured.

March and varieties which give 
Urge blooms with many petals 
should be pruned before those with 
fewer petals, especially if it ia da- 
sired to have all plants yield their 
first, and usually best, blooms at 
the same lime.

PROBLEM OP FLAT ROCKS 
Another friend of the writer's had 
a place that waa covered with huge 
flat rocks without any pocketa or 
crevices In which to establish plants.

There were two methods 
open to him, either he must build 
up or blast down. Aa a matter of 
fact, he did both. On one of the lar¬ 
gest of these flat rocks he did some 
"bulldosing." That la he got an old 
mining friend, from the upper coun¬ 
try. to do It for him. A charge of 
blasting powder waa placed upon the 
rock and covered with wet clay and 
fire, with the result that many 
pockets and cracks were made. The 
operation waa repeated until a good 
planting surface was obtained with 
th# addition of the necessary soil. It 
ts almost needless to aay that any 
blasting operation should be done 
by a man who la thoroughly familiar

Riel did look a pretty hgrd cus¬ 
tomer, In a Hudson's Bay coat with i 
capote, what had be*?n a fine Stet¬ 
son hat, a pair of ehoepacka, pants 
rolled up and bare lege. 

“I left Hourle to keep the other' 
scouts talking, while 1 got Riel up 
behind me on the pony and started 
for the General's camp. Half a tnllo j 
away, he passed a pistol over my I 
shoulder, saying 'Mr. Armstrong I'll 
act square with you/ ‘You're a fool,' j 
said I, 'you could haye stuck me up 
and got away. If you ain't soft.' 
He said, ‘Often last Wtatir I saved 
your life. I told my men to'get you 
but not kill you, though they might 
have to cripple you/ 

"We didn't keep to the road, but! 
made a short cut through the woods 
to the camp Diehl had gone ahead 
and reported the capture to the 
General. We came up to the Gen¬ 
eral's tent, and 1 said This Is Riel.' 
The General said to him, 'I'm glad to 
meet you. Sit down on my cot/ The 
General brought his chair, and while 
they talked I went out to eat." 

So simple and matter of fact, all 
this sounded, from modest Bob's lips 
--as If It was no more to brag of 
than roping a steer, this snapping 
up of the firebrand who had twice 
set the Dominion ablase. 

WHO GOT THAT $6000? 

Now for the mystery of that phan 
tarn $6000 reward. Was It sheer In¬ 
vention, or hallucination? No. It 
was an echo of an actual ffcct. 

In the Red River rising of 1S70, It 
will be remembered, a young man 
from Ontario named Scott was cruelly 
done to death (I do not exaggerate) 
under Riel's orders, after a sham 
court-martial presided over by one 
Leplne. The Provincial Government 
of Ontario—though the Dominion 
Government alone was responsible 


fourteen not only scalped alive but 
stabbed with arrows and allt in the 
hands with Indian knives. 

Varying tragedy with comedy, he I 
acted as guide in charge of a swell 
party from England. These blue- 
bloods traveled In high style, with a 
company of Uncle Ham s troopers for 
escort, a large marquee for drawing- i 
room, and a four-mule wagon loaded 
exclusively with fine wines, spirits 
and cigars. Bob got $35 a day for 
that little Job. and so much luxurious 
grub that he put on twenty pounds 
in six weeks. 

One time he found himself hunt¬ 
ing bears along the Big Horn; an¬ 
other. knocking wild turkeys off their 
tree rqosta by the doxen. Hunting 
wild houses was decidedly more 
lively. There was a lot of good stuff 
to be roped out from among such 
herds—beasts of fine breeding es¬ 
caped from domesticity. 

Buffalo bunting, however, was his 
specialty. He knew all the tricks of 
that trade at fourteen. Presently 
he had an outfit of hla own. and, 
hunted both for the hides snd to 
supply the troops and railway 
builders with meat. In the sixties, 
he remembers getting $3.76 to $1.69 
for the hides, the best running up to 
$3 80 . In 1871 his outfit killed 1.000 
head, but next year prices dropped 
almost, to vanishing point. 

In the Civil War. the boy squeesed 
Into a Kansas regiment. He was 
soon squeeged out again, as not tall 
enough for Uncle Ham; hut he was 
not too small to drive a six-mule 
team for the army, and was doing 
that when a southern force swooped 
down and captui'ed him. At various 
times he acted aa dispatch-rider for 
General Sheridan, and buffalo hunter 
for Custer. Later on. riding over 
Custer's last battlefield, he found 
military boots with the foot hones 
still In them Between whiles he 
acted as guide to a colored troop of 
cavalry chasing Indians who had 
been slaying white settlers 
HIS OWN EXECUTIONER 

Of human wild life, there were 
plenty white men who could give 
points to the Indian for wildness. 
The ‘ bold bad man of the wicked 
wild west" was no mere Invention of 
the flctionists. and Bob had many 
encounters with him In the early 
mining days. There was one par¬ 
ticularly deadly gunman, a sure 
'nnuicb bad hombre who wore out *he 
patience even of a sure ‘nough tough 
town. A vigilance party caught him 
nt last, and swept him t<» the near¬ 
est tree. The gunman, scorning to 
he hung, got leave to be his own 
executioner. He climbed the tree, 
threw down his boots, adjusted the 
nooee to his neck, and Jumped. 

One of Bob's own men in the hunt¬ 
ing outfit showed a nasty habit of 
savagely beating up hie comrades. 
Bob hauled him off one of hla vlctlma 
by main force. The fellow ewore 
vengeance. Coming on hie leader 
one day in .the open, he drew hla

all the myths and fables cm- 
^ hroldertng the hlatory of West¬ 
ern Canada, one of the moat curl- 
oualy persistent la the tale of n $6000 
reward for the capture of Louis Kiel, 
leader of the Metis revolts on the 
Red River in 1870 and the Saskatche¬ 
wan in 1886. 

I rode through that last campaign, 
.and well remember hearing talk of 
such a reward. Afterwards 1 heard 
It had been paid. Naturally sup¬ 
posed it had been divided among the 
three scouts who made the capture— 
Armstrong, Hourle and Diehl. 

The last time 1 was In Calgary, 
however. I met Robert Armstrong — 
I had not seen him sine* 1885. and he 
told me he had never got a |>enny of 
It. The Ottawa authorities had been 
written to. but they disclaimed any 
knowledge of such an offer of re¬ 
ward. 

I was on the way down to Ottawa 
myself, end made Inquiries there, 
with a very curious result. A re¬ 
ward of $5090 was actually offered, 
once upon a time, for the grreet of 
certain unnamed persons, one of 
whom was undoubtedly Louis Riel. 
But the men who eventually captured 
Riel could not touch a dollar of It. 
for reasons which I shall have to 
explain. 

THE ROY RUFFALO-HUNTER 

Bob Armstrong, now in his seventy- 
•eveoth year. Is not unknown to bis 
fellow cltiaens In Ofclgary. though he 
ia unfortunately a poor man and 
holda only a humble position. All 
over the Dominion. In fact, from 
Halifax to Victoria, you will find 
veterans of "the ’$5" with lively- 
recollections of Bob »* scout and 
dispatch-rider with General Middle- 
ton's command. Few. however, know 
much more about him than the fact 
that he played the chief part In trail¬ 
ing and catching the fugitive Met ip. 
leader. Fewer atili are aware that 
many* years before Middleton ar¬ 
rived on the western scene. Boh Arm¬ 
strong had ridden for Sheridan and 
Custer. 

That man's adventures. If thrown 
on the movie srreen. would hold a 
crowded house thrilled and breath¬ 
less through a hundred reels. His 
fumous deed of '85. big as it was In 
our national life, was only one of a 
hundred sensational incidents In his. 

Talk about Indian fighting! U 
was all In the day's work, for Bob— 
you never knew when It might start. 
When still In his teens he was a bull 
whacker with Blanchard's freighting 
outfit from Leavenworth. Kansas, to 
Santa Fe. New liexlca Indiana at¬ 
tacked the outfit and Blanchard was

As for Riel, the Govern¬ 
ment was so anxious to he rid of 
him that It actually paid him $4000 
"expenses" to hasten his departure. 

Whether the Federal Government 
of 1866 would have offered a reward 
for Riel's capture If he had hot been 
caught so promptly In an Interesting 
subject for speculation.

ROOSEVELT IN DISPUTE 

The late President Theodore 
Roosevelt, after the Smithsonian 
Expedition to Africa in 1909 
which he headed, said he re¬ 
garded the lion as the most 
dangerous of all African game. 
Frederick Courteney Selous, de¬ 
scribed by Roosevelt as the 
greatest of the world's big 
game hunters, who killed be¬ 
tween 300 and 400 lions, ele¬ 
phant* and rhinos, ranked the 
lion as the moat dangerous of all 
animals. 

Lions ordinarily Jive on wil'l 
pig, zebra and waterbuck. Where 
game is plentiful there is no ne¬ 
cessity for lions to trouble man 
or hi; flocks but at the advent 
of rains when every path be¬ 
comes a little stream, hunting by 
scent ia arduous and the animals 
come around the native village 
in the hope of picking up some- 


fall and Winter while the ani-| 
mats are feeding their young. 
South of the Equator where 
Tanganyika is the seasons are 
the reverse of those in the north. 

The trappers must exercise 
the greatest care to avoid tropi¬ 
cal diseases. The expedition 
must guard against malaria prin¬ 
cipally and to do so, members 
of the party will consume from 
five to ten grains of quinine a 
day. Amoebic dysentery, ty¬ 
phoid, the dreaded sleeping sick 
ness, as well as various sore* 
anil ulcers so common in the 
tropics, sll must be avoided. In 
uddition, in Tanganyika there 
are a dozen reptiles whose bite 
is almost certain death, and 
swarms of insert*. 

TO HUNT LIONS 

When the Smithsonian-Chrvs- 
ler Expedition was organized, 
the Smithsonian Institution had 
the entire world from which to 
select a place to trap big game 
and Tanganyika Territory was 
picked because it is the stamping 
ground of the greatest variety of 
animals in all the world. 

Lions are among the animals 
to be sought. 

New lion blood is needed 
badly at the National Zoo and 
Dr. William >1. Mann, director 
of the zoo and head of the ex¬ 
pedition. is determined to bring 


Washington, I).C., June. 12— 
Members of the Smithsonian- 
Chrysler Expedition, sent to 
Tanganyika Territory in East 
Africa by the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution to collect live wild ani¬ 
mals for the National Zoological 
Park in Washington, have ar¬ 
rived at Dar-es-Salaam, seat of 
the government of Tanganyika 
Territory. At Tabora, half way 
between the coast and Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika, they have established 
their base camp. 

A safari of 150 native* has 
been organized for the animal 
hunt. Each native in accordance 
with the British Colonial laws, 
is provided with one hat. one 
shirt, apd one pair of trousers, 
and ia paid six pence a day and 
food.
